Operations associated 
with the site involve# turning some sort af cantrol to tr aris + ere 
something fram ane place ta another, and alga dea bringnew 
'Kateches" or “Lote” of something inta the geite, or nove "batched" 
or "Lote" of this/these same samathing(s) that have already bean 
there for awhile back out again to somewhere e@laa. At least one 
other, different structure at the site permits one ta obtain an 
overall view of the compound within which these gtr ue tour ad 
swjigcks are locatd.
